Foreign  Trade  Development 

Pork,  Venezuela — Unofficial  Venezuelan  sources  have  indicated  that  the 
Venezuelan  Ministry  of  Development  may  shortly  extend  import  licenses  to 
grocery  and  retail  associations,  producers  and  importers  for  7,500  metric 
tons  of  pork  meat.  These  sources  stated  that  this  liberalization  would 
be  similar  to  that  in  effect  during  most  of  last  year  and  would  be  aimed 
at  avoiding  shortages  in  the  face  of  rapidly  rising  demand.  Due  to  the 
probable  validity  of  this  rumor,  U.S.  exporters  should  maintain  close 
contact  with  potential  Venezuelan  importers.
